There are strange doings these days 
about the City Hall. Men who know 
things are causing Mayor Ziegenhein and 
tie of departments all sorts of 
 A™ ear and a half ago a man named 
®chumacher, employed by Foreman George 
Hausmann of the asphalt repair gang, was 
discharged. 

A month ago a carpenter employed at the 
asphalt yard was discharged. 

Two days ago Schumacher and the other 
man, accompanied by two other employes 
of the asphalt repair gang, called on Miuy- 
or Ziegenhein. They made charges of 
such seriousness against Foreman George 
Hausmann and =his brother, Joe Haus- 
mann. that’ the Hausmann brothers were 
summarily discharged. 


Mxactly what the workmen 
Mayor has not been revealed. It is admit- 
tcd that they charged that George Haus- 
mann had collected money from the city 
on the item of overtime work, which they 
alleged he had put in his own pocket. It 
is said they charged that he had carried 
five straw men on his payroll, and com- 
pelled all of the men under him to pay him 
a part of their salaries in consideration of 
their appointment. 

Wednesday morning the Hausmann 
brothers called on Mavor Zierenhein. 

It is supposed that they mentioned some 
things they knew and intimated that they 
would tell them to the Maior Committee. 
Anyway the effect of what they said had 
an electrical! effect on the Mayor. He called 
in Street Commissioner Milner and ex- 
Assistant Stree: Commissioner Jullus Wurz- 
burger. 


When the Hausmann brothers left the 
Mayor's office they had the aseurance that 
they would be reinstated. 

W. <A. Hemingway. Superintendent of 
Street Repairs, who Is on the payrolls as a 
Jlaborer at $ a day, was dispatched post 
haste to the asphaltum ward. He labored 
<carnestly as a peacemaker. 

Schumacher, who was d'scharged a year 
and a haif ago, and the carpenter, who 
was discharged a month ago, were put 
back to work. 

The mouths of all the aggrieved persons 
had been closed with jobs. and a threatened 
explosion in the Street Department, which 
would have drawn unwelcome attention 
from the Major Committee, seemed to have 
been averted. 

George Hausmann ie foreman of the as- 
phalt repair gang. His brother Joe is the 
asphalt mixer at the asphalt yard. George 
has nominally about 10 men in his gang, 
five vard men and five street men.

A year and a half ago among the em- 
ployes of George was the man Schumacher. 
The men had some difficulty, and George, 
having that power. discharged him. 
Schumacher wrote a letter to Mayor Zie- 
Senhein making charges against George. 

There was no Major Committee sitting tn 
St. Louls then. and the charges were ig- 
nored 

The carpenter, whose name nobody in the 
Gireet Department can remember, was 
employed at the yard up to a month ag, 
building an addition to the ehed.

the fire at the shed and talked. Well, they 
got to talking about the war, and, as men 
will, they disagreed. My understanding is 
that they were discuesing the trial of 
Gen. Eagan. Some of them thought he was 
guilty and some thought he was not, and 


discharged the fellow. 

“Sehumacher had been sore against 
George ever eince he was discharged, a 
vear and a half ago. He got hold of the 
carpenter and they got two of the other 
vard men on their side and put in. the 
month cooking up a lot of stuff. 

‘The four men came down here and saw 
the Mayor. They put the matter to him 
in such a light that it seemed.to him 
George and Joe were to blame for the 
quarrel, and the Mayor sent. word to Com- 
missioner Milner to discharge the, brothers. 

“Tuesday evening Mr. Milner called me 
over to his desk and said we would have 
to discharge the Hausmanns. George was 
sitting here in the office. I called him over 
and we told him about it. _He said he 
could explain everything, but he was dis- 
charged. 


“The next day Hausmann’s father, a nice 
old gentleman, went with George to see 
the Mayor. Mr. Ziegenhein said that ail 
the men in the quarrel had been about 
equally to blame. And 6o he gave orders 
to put the brothers back to work. 

“I went up to the yard and saw all the 
men and smoothed over all the trouble. 
It seemed that all of them were about 
requally to blame, so I told 
and the carpenter they could 
again. 

‘The four workmen charged 
charging for overtime. Now, 
nothing to that at all. It was this way: 
Once it was necessary for George to buy 


some lumber when there wasn't time to 
make requisition for it and another time he 
had to buy some pitch or something. He 
paid for these things out of his own pocket, 
It is true that no city official has any 
right to buy anything without making 
requisition, but these were cases <f neces- 
sity. He came down here and explained 
how it was and we gave him permission 
to put it in as overtime. It was the only 
way it could be done, It was as straight as 
a string and it was explained that way to 
the workmen who came down to complain.”’ 

The strange part of the whole thing is 
what led Mayor Ziegenhein to order the 
discharge of the brothers after the charge 
of collecting for overtime was satisfactorily 
explained and what caused him to reverse 
his action and order the reinstatement -of 
the brothers and also of the two discharged 
employes. 

Mr. Hemingway says the brothers were 
not discharged on account of any charges 
of carrying straw men or “grafting.’’ Street 
Commissioner Milner says also there were 
no charges of this kind made,

Purpeses in Missouri. 


SENATE BAD AS THE HOUSE. 


ITs EMPLOYES RECEIVE THREE 
TIMES THE PAY OF SENATORS. 


—-—- 


Each Democratic Member Has Six Good 
Places to Distribute Among His 
Retainers for Politi- 
cal Profit. 


Gpecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb, 2.,—E:xtrava- 
gance with the people’s money is not con- 
fined to the House. The Senate is In the 
same business. It is resorting to public 
plunder for political purposes as energeti- 
cally as the House. 

The difference between the House and 
Senate is that the plunder proceeds in the 
Senate without disagreement while in the 
House it is a fruitful cause of quarrels. 

The Senate is composed of 34 members 
and the President, at $5 each a day or $175 
a day for the lot. The clerical force, includ- 


ing all employes of the Senate from secre- 
tary to spitton-cleaners numbers 164, at a 
daily cost of $594.50. Thus the employes or 
the Senate cost more than three times the 
cost of the Senators, and the cost of the 
clerical force of the Senate, with its 34 
members, is not quite $200 less than the 
cost of the clerical force of the House with 
its 140 members. 

This gives each Democratic Senator s‘x 
places to distribute among his retainers, 
and 14 to spare, nine of which were gener- 
ously given to the nine Republican Sena- 
tors. The remaining five are pages, who 
are elected. It will be seen that the ma- 
jority of Senators divide the spoils equally 
among themselves, so that there is no pos- 
sibility of undignified discord. 


As in the case of the House, a compar!i- 
gon with the revising sessions of 1879 and 
1889, in the matter of clerical force is not 
out of place. The same rule holds good 
with the Senate, as with the House, that 
there is very little more work to be done 
in this revising session than there was in 
1879 and Yet many sinecures have 
been provided by this Senate, sinecures 
which pass under titles even more high- 
sounding than some under which some em- 
ployes of the House labor.

Ike the House, too, the Senate has not 
escaped the charge of nepotism. One Sena- 
tor has a son on the enrolling force, and 
another has a relative by marriage on 
the same force. Two other Senators ap- 
pointed their brothers as clerks. Three 
Senators have sons for revision clerks, 
another a daughter, and another has 
appointed his wife. This makes a total 
of nine Senators who have found places for 
their relatives on the force. There are 
seven women on the Senate force. 


Supplementary to the comparison of the 
Clerical forces of the Houses of 1879, 1859 
and 1899, all revising sessions Representa- 
tive John Organ of Dent County who was 
a member of the House in 1879, adds some 
interesting factS regarding the size of the 
force at that time. 

It was impossible to find the record of the 
engrossing and enrolling forces of that 
year, and Mr. Organ was asked about it 
He said there were no engrossing or en- 
rolling forces until there was work for 
them to do. In this day they are appointed 
and draw pay from the first day of the ges- 
Sion, although their work has just begun 
In 1879, according to Mr. Organ, when there 
was engrossment and enrollment of bills to 
be done, the committee having charge of 
the clerical force recommended six clerks 
for each foree. This recommendation was 
adopted, but subsequently the House be- 
came panic stricken over its extravagance 
and cut down the forces considerably. In 
this session there are 38 engrossing clerks 
and 30 enrolling clerks. 

Mr Organ has been somewhat amused 
at the talk in the present House about 
economy, Knowing as well as he does the 
idea of economy that prevailed 29 years 
ago, 

In addition to the 224 House clerks enu- 
merated yesterday there are 35 committee 
clerks and several are yet to be appointed. 
Three chairmen of committees have ap- 
pointed their sons or daughters to be the 
clerks of their committees. It is said that 
one of these, a young man, has never 
been in Jefferson City since the session 
opened. Three of the committee clerks are 
women.

Bill Providing for Their Appointment 
by Court of Appeals.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb. 2.—Sen- 
ator Drabelle’s bill, providing for the ap- 
pointment of the jury commissioners of St. 
Louis and Kansas City by the Court of 
Appeals instead of the Circuit Court. came 
up and was sent to engrossment by 18 to 8, 
An amendment exempting Kansas City was 
adopted. 

Senator Mott of St. Louis offered an 
amendment to give the Governor the ap- 
pointment instead of the Appellate Judges. 
This was lost. In closing the debate Sen- 
ator Drabelle referred to the irregularities 
in connection with the summoning of juries 
recently exposed by the Post-Dispatch. He 
said there would be no necessity for t 
bill if the city were not controlled by the 
most corrupt political machine ever known 
in history. He said if this bill were passed 
it would be possible to get special juries, 
every member of which was either presi- 
dent or secretary of a corporation. 


JOINED THE REPUBLICANS. 


Filipinos Vote to Reduce Salary of In- 
surance Commissioner.

COMBINES ARE MANY 


ALL LINES OF IRON TRADE IN- 
FLUENCED BY CONSOLIDATION. 


BUSINESS IS REPORTED GOOD. 


Rush for Steel Plates Continues Large, 
Sales for Shipbuilding Being 
Made East and West. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 2.—The Iron Age, in its 
weekly review, says: 

“Reports relative to pools and consolida- 
tions continue numerous. The feeling is 
gaining ground that the American Tin Plate 
Co. is on the eve of consumating the con- 
trol of the tin bars supply through the pur- 
chase of the plants of the Shenango Valley 
Steel Co., the Ohio Steel Co., the Buhl 
Steel Co., King, Gilbert & Warner and the 
Wheeling Steel & Iron Co., having also 
made long-time contracts with the other 
two plants making tin plate bars in the 
Pittsburg and Wheeling districts. 

‘The sheet mills are working on a con- 
solidation similar in its lines to that of the 
Tin Plate Co., and the Western bar iron 
makers are trying to gather together once 
more the same elements which once co- 
operated in the loosely bound old Western 
Association. 

“Five of th@ largest car builders are on 
the eve of fusion, one of the plans be-ng 
to establish close relations with the prin- 
cipal steel car building eoncerns. 

“The cast iron pipe consolidation does 
not seem to be making headway, although 
more powerful financ.al interests may yet 
take a hand in the undertaking. 

“The wire rod market is in a peculiar po- 
sition, being now in complete control of the 
large wire interest, the understanding be.ng 
that the entire product of the only large 
independent producer is contracted for. In 
the smailer branches of the wire inaustry 
there is much alarm over the future, al- 
though jt is reported that the requirements 
of the major:ty of the smailer works are 
covered for some time to come. 

“In the p:g iron markets quiet has reigned 
so far as the Southern makers are con- 
cerned in the districts in which Northern 
irons compete, Southern prices are now 
relatively above the market. Additiona: 
offers of large contracts of Southern iron 
for export’ have been made, but have not 
been met. Only a moderate business is do- 
ing in the Central West in Bessemer pig, 
which remains very firm. 

“The open billet market is naturally re- 
stricted through the fact that large lines 
are now controlled by the two consolida- 
tions who have made their arrangements 
in some cases for long periods. Pittsburg 
reports the sale of one lot of 10,000 tons, 
and Philadelphia notes a 50,000 ton lot. 

“In the rail trade the only event is the 
placing of a contract for from 12,000 to 
15,000 tons of girder rails by the Metropol- 
itan Traction Co. with a central mill in 
Pennsylvania. 

‘*"The rush for steel plate continues Some 
large sales have been made for ship build- 
ing East and West, and for the same pur- 
pose large lots of shapes have been placed. 
Our Philadelphia correspondent notes that 
the Phenix Iron Co. has taken 5000 tons 
for a Delaware River ship yard. 

‘In structural material some elevated 
works has been closedin Boston and large 
amounts tn Chicago. A good deal of build- 
ing work is also coming up. 

“Car builders are still ordering heavily in 
all departments which they call upon for 
supplies. The Western bar markets are 
higher, and in the East the makers have 
established a further advance. 

“The pipe and tubemakers are very busy. 
Conflicting reports are current concerning 
the consolidation, but it looKs as though 
it were «oming to an issue. The leading 
mills have ‘done very well financially in re- 
cent years. 

‘“The market is very active in galvanized 
sheets and prices are higher. 

‘“‘In the hoop ‘trade we note a sale for ship- 
ment to Buenos Ayres of 1000 tons of wool 
bale ties.”’ 


LOSS OVER HALF A MILLION. 


Several Firemen and a Young Woman 
Severely Injured at a Co- 
‘ypbus (O.) Blaze. 


COLUMBUS, O., Feb. 2.—A few engines 
are still pumping water on the ruins of last 
night’s fire, and, although everything seems 
sheeted with ice, there are lingering evi- 
dences of fire. 

The full extent of the fire could not be 
realized until daylight, and then, while the 
loss Was severe enough, it was thought to 
fall slightly behind the figures which had 
been made up last night, at least $700,000, 
No detailed statement has yet been made,

TRE BACING QUESTION, 


LEAGUE OF AMERICAN WHEEL- 
MEN WILL SOON PASS ON IT. 


The outlaw riders will not go back to the 
Leagué of American Wheelmen. 

They have concluded to refuse any over- 
tures from the League that may be made. 

This determination on their part should 
make the L. A. W. officials breathe all the 
easier, for it spares them the necessity of a 
long fight over the question of race con- 
trol. 
One week from to-day, at 1@ vidence, R. 
I., the L. A. W. will hold its Nationgl As- 
sembly, and then and there the question of 
cutting away from the racing game for 
good and all will be argued. ' 

The line of argument on which the racing 
faction of the League iz expending its 
ammunition consists of try.ng to convey 
the impression that, under the exisiing con- 
dition, it looks as though the League were 
retiring under fire and with colors drag- 


ing. 
e-While it may appear that the League, in 
surrendering racing, is admitting defeat, 
it should also be remembered that three 
years ago I. B. Potter strongly advocated 
the divorce from the _ sport by the 
League, and in the Baltimore National As- 
sembly the New York Division voted as a 
unit on a proposed amendment to this ef- 
fect. 

What success the League would have if 
it continued to bother with the sport is 
problematical. That it might contribute a 
battle of some pret«nsions is admitted even 
by the N. C. A. adherents, who, however, 
do not fear but that it will be a case of the 
survival of the fittest. The League ‘s not 
constructed for permanent government of 
racing control, and its jurisdiction in the 
past has been considered by many as be- 
ing a matter of necessity, and not of reali 
cesire. 

In England and France the big cycling 
organizations have nothing to do with rac- 
ing. and there -s no reason why the same 
plan could not prevail in the United States. 
The N. C. is organized solely for the 
purpose of controlling cycle sport, and a 
season of racing will demonstrate whether 
or not this body will prove competent to 
meet the requirements. Shou'id it fail, then 
there would be a willing return to League 
direct:on a year hence. 

At the meeting at Providence next 
Wednesday the L. A. W. leaders may 4d- 
vorce themselves from the racing game for 


good and then again they may not.

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FEE SYSTEM LOOT. 


The first dip of the Major Committee into the Excise Com- 
missioner’s office brought up information of special interest 
and importance at this time to the State Legislature. 

It was shown by the testimony of Chief Clerk Mappes 
and the books that the total receipts of the Excise Commis- 
sioner from saloon licenses last year was $30,885. The expenses 
of the office were $4735, leaving a net income for the Commis- 
sioner of $26,150. 

These figures are official and set at rest the question of 
the exact compensation of the Excise Commissioner. It is an 
enormous income—more than five times greater than the sal- 
ary of the highest general officer of the State. 

This compensation would be excessive for any office, but in 
view of the duties of the Excise Commissioner it is grotesquely 
outrageous. The work of the office and the capacity re- 
quired to perform it as compared with the work of a Supreme 
Judgeship and the capacity required of a Judge are insig- 
nificant. Yet a Judge of the Supreme Court receives only 
$4500 a year, a little more than one-sixth of the income of 
the Excise Commissioner. 

The compensation is absurd. It is public plunder. Rotten- 
ness is to be expected in an appointive office with such an ex- 
cessive compensation. 

The State Legislature should put‘a stop to this system of 
loot at once.

THE BABY.

BABY’S STOMACH.—The baby’s stomach 
is very small in proportion to its size, and 
the intestinal digestion very rapid. There- 
fore, during the first few months of its 
life, it takes very little food at a time. 
If by any chance the stomach is overloaded, 
nature resists, and the contents are s8.m- 
ply thrown up. It is important, then, that 
a mother should know that when milk 
comes up fermented, just as the child has 
swallowed it, the stomach has taken more 
than it can hold, and there need not be 
necessarily any difficulty with the food. 
Besides, it is a fact that the liver, which 
is very large in proportion to the size of 
the child, sometimes presses against the 
stomach, if the baby ts laid on the left side, 
just after nursing; and this compression 
may cause vomiting; so it is wise always 
to have a new-born baby, indeed any child 
not large enough to turn itself, laid first on 
its right side.to sleep. This makes room 
for the stomach, and prevents any pres- 
sure upon the heart. 


CONSTIPATION IN CHILDREN Is more 
effectually relieved»by persistent massage 
of the abdomen than by medicine, which 
seldom cures the condition. In rubbing be- 
gin low down on the right side, rub with 
firm yet gentle pressure upward, then 
across the abdomen and down the left side 
for fifteen minutes, morning and evening. 
A little warm oil may be used in the rub- 
bing with good effect. 


TEETHING.—During the process of den- 
tition there is a sympathetic disturbance 
through the whole organism. Many times 
the nervous irritation causes a diarrhea; 
but as long as the appetite continues, and 
ne indication of disease appears except 
frequent evacuations, such discharge from 
the bowels is salutary, being nature's ef- 
fort to relieve the system of undue pres- 
sure. Careful observation has shown that

T'S CLEVER RUSE, 


BOW THE SENATOR SAVED A 
BOY’S REPUTATION. 


TWO PIECES OF SILVER COIN. 


Li.wyer Used Them to Confuse a Wit- 
ness and Kept His Client 
Out of Prison. 


NEW story of United States Senator 
George G. Vest of Missouri, show- 


A ing how he saved a poy’s reputation 
by a clever ruse, is told by the Jefferson 


City Tribune, as follows: 

“It was about.thirty years ago. The de- 
pot of the Missouri Pacific Railroad at 
Smithton, a smal! station in Pettis County, 
fifty-six miles west of Jefferson City, was 
burned. In the building was loeated the 
office of the agent of the railroad com- 
pany. In the office were the usual office 
furniture and a large iron safe. All the 
waluables belonging to the company in the 
custody of the agent were kept in that safe. 
Although the contents of the safe were not 
destroyed, some of them were badly dam- 
aged by the cxcessive heat. It so happened 
the sealing wax, for office use, was in close 
proximity and above the money. The heat 
was so excessive that it melted and ran 
Gown on the money, vne 10 cent shinplaster 
—no silver in circulation then—particularly 
having a corner burned off by the wax 
dropping on it. The burned money was re- 
tained by the agent and consigned to the 
money drawer in the new office. A few 
months after the filre the new office of the 
agent was robbed. Suspicion pointed to a 
young fellow who had made the office of 
the agent a lounging place, and to con- 
firm that suspicion. it was discovered that 
the young man had disappeared. A posse 
headed by the township constable started 

to hunt him. He was overtaken some 
miles east of Smitnton, toward Otterville. 
He was arrested and searched. The money 
found on him was taken to the agent for 
4dentification, who had no trouble in so 
doing, when a i0-cent shinplaster with one 
corner which had been burnt was shown 
him. with some of the sealing wax still 
adhering to it. Of course his guilt was un- 
deniable, and the following day was fixed 
for his preliminary hearing. 

“The boy’s father was a man who had | 
accumulated a goodly sum of this world’s 
goods, and had pride enough for his child’s 
reputation to put forth every effort he 
could to save the lad from incarceration 
and the family from disgrace. The father 
went to Sedalia and to one of the best 
attorneys in the city to retain him to de- 
fend his son to the end the boy.could he 
cleared of the impending charge, which 
Yooked as if it could be easily fastened upon 
him. The attorney, who has long since 
moved from Sedalia to another part of the 
State. was prejudiced against justice’s tri- 
b@hals, and he did not care £0-pracyice, 
in one if it could be avoided. In due time 
the attorney appeared at Smithton before 
Esquire Moore, now deceased. It was then 
learned by the attorney the correct status 
of the case—how public sentiment was un- 
animous regarding the boy’s unquestioned 
guilt. The Sedalia lawyer secured a con- 
tinuance of the case to another day, and 
returned home as ‘mad as a March hare,’ 
saying: “The boy stands already convicted 
in the minds of the-whole community, and 
I could do nothing else but continue the 
case.” This he told the father, who was 
#orrowinz at the predicament that con- 
franted tbe. boy. he father also went to 
_ Sedalia, and implored G. G. Vest, who even 
shat time had a semi-national reputation, 

to go to the rescue of his son. e finally 
Succeeded in inducing Vest to appear in 
the trial, although the case seemed a hope- 
less one. The day of the preliminary ar- 
rived. The people of Smithton and vicinity 
flocked to the hearing until the little court- 
room was packed to suffocation, it having 
been currently reported that Vest would 
defend the suspect. 

“The trial was commenced and the agent 
of the railroad company swore positively 
to the identity of the 10-cent paper money, 
which he identified by the burned corner 
mand the eealinzg wax adhering.

$1.2 per week. He worked his way through 
the factory and into the office, and in a 
few years was given a chance to buy half 
the factory for $40,000 on credit. The next 
year he and his partner cleared $8000. 

Other fat years followed. In two years 
Mr. Knight became sole owner of the fac- 
tory and formed a partnership with an eld- 
er brother, the late B. B. Knight. 

When the great house of Sprague went 
down the Knights succeeded to their manu- 
facturing supremacy, but not to the errors 
of extravagant display which had led to 
the Sprague downfail. 

On Jan. 1 of the present year Robert 
Knight became sole owner—his brother 
having died ont Year —-ot 21 mills, contain- 
ing upward of 000 spindles 12,000 looms, 
em oxing between 5000 and 6000 eratives 
an rectly or indirectly furnishing the 
means of livelihood for 25,000 persons.

Stecker is about 38 years old. He is a 
large man, fairly well dressed, and his con- 
versation indicates he has had many edu- 
cational advantages and has lived with cul- 
tured people. He has defk hair, a brown 
mustache. blue eyes that were inflamed 
from much weeping and loss of sleep. 

He was reticent at first, but finally con- 
cluded to make a statement.

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NEW LABOR PROBLEM, 


IT AFFECTS THE COTTON PLANT- 
ERS OF ARKANSAS. 


LEGISLATURE APPEALED 10. 


Bill Designed to Prevent Tenants and 
Farm Hands From Breaking 
Their Ccntracts. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Feb. 2.—Every cot- 
ton planter in Arkansas is now engaged 
in securing labor for the operation of his 
Plantation the coming year. There is a 
great deal of railroad building going on 
in Arkansas and a heavy draught for 
labor has been made upon the cotton plan- 
tations in the State. Hundreds of negroes 
who have been working on the cotton 


farms in this vicinity have deserted their 
crops and accepted employment with con- 
tractors now engaged .n_ grading the 
Choctaw road. Many plantations are al- 
most entirely deserted. and are without 
hands to pick the cotton that:is now going 
to waste in the fields. The majority ol 
those who have abandoned the cotton 
patches are in debt to the planters, and to 
prevent in future the violat.on of the labor- 
er’s contract w.th the farmer the latter has 
~ gmt to the Legislature for protec- 
on. 

A number of cotton planters in this sec- 
tion held a meeting -in Little Rock the 
Other day and agreed upon a bill to be pre- 
sented to the Leg.slature which they be- 
lieve if enacted into law will enable them 
to hold the negroes to the contract they 
make with them for their services. 

The bill. was introduced to-day in the 
Senate by Senator Martin of Jefferson 
County. It provides that if any one shall 
directiy or ind.rectly assist a laborer or 
tenant in leaving his employer or the place 
before the expiration of his contract of em- 
ployment or tenancy, or before the crops 
have been gathered upon which advances 
have been made; or tor which rents are 
due. or while the laborer or tenant is .n- 
debted to his employer or landlord without 
his consent he shail be liable to such land- 


ness that m be due. Everyone who. em. 
ploys. such laborer is required, according to 
the provisions of the bil, to pay the lJand- 
lord or tenant all indebtedness due by the 
tenant or laborer. Some of the most 
endear cotton planters in the State are 

ere in the interest of the bill, and are 
confident that it will go through both 
houses and become a law before the end 
of the week. 

The Legislature yesterday paved the way 
for the erection of a new Capitol build.ng 
when the resolution introduced in the Sen- 
ate by Senator South, and by that body 
adopted, was favorably acted upon in the 
House by a vote of 5d to 34. 

A joint committee of five members of the 
Senate and. seven members of the House 
will be appointed by the President of the 
Senate and Speaker of the House to con- 
sider the question of building a new Capi- 
tol. They are to report as soon as consist- 
ent, either by bill or otherwise. 

Speaker Vandeventer announced as the 
committee to visit and inspect the State 
University at Fayetteville, Messrs. Wood, 
Turner and Rogers. 

By a unanimous vote the Rector anti- 
trust bill was passed. The bill imposes 
severe penalties on all members of trusts, 
pools and combinations organized to con- 
trol or regulate prices. One of the penal- 
ties is the forfeiture of charters of guilty 
corporations. The Attorney-General and 
Prosecuting Attorney shall conduct all 
prosecutions. The _ prosecuting attorneys 
shall receive for their compensation one- 
fourth of the penalty collected; The re- 
mainder goes to the schoo] fund. 

The Serate this morning adopted a con- 
current resolution providing for the pay- 
ment of expenses incurred by the State in 
the ee ~e sae 

Senator Smith introduced a bill to 
the office of Commissioner of Mines. poo 
factures and Agriculture and placing the 
books, exhibits, etc., of the office with 
the State Land Commissioner. A similar 
bill has been introduced in every Legisla- 
ture since the creation of the office 1z years 
ago, but alWays met with defeat. 

The House spent the entire morning in 
discussing the bill providing for the con- 
solidation of State and National elections. 
The bill was favorably reported to the 
House by the Committee on Elections and 
is being supported by Democrats from the 
hill counties. The opposition consist of 
members who fear negro domination in 
case that after consolidation Congress 
should re-enact the Federal election law. 

Representative Wood of Lee introduced a 
bill authorizing the board of directors of 
the St. Francis Levee district to issue 
bonds amounting to $750,000 to build levees. 

The Senate defeated the bill to appropri- 
ate $5000 for the State Board of Health to 
suppress epidemics,

THE TINY INFANT DROWNED. 


Mother Almost Insane From Grief and 
the Shock of Her Child’s 
Strange Death. 


Mrs. Hattie Maffray of 5329 Cabanne ave- 
nue was the unconscious agent of the 
death of her own little baby Wednesday 
afternoon. As a consequence of the part 
that she played in the dreadful tragedy she 
is now almost insane with grief, and her 
physician fears she may not survive the 
terrible shock. 

As was her daily custom, Mrs. Maffray 
prepared a bath Wednesday afternoon for 
her infant, which was born two and a half 
months ago. She stripped the tiny cherub 
and after caressing it and talking to it as 
only a mother can to her babe, she leaned 
over the bath tub to place it gently in the 
water. 

Just then Mrs. Maffray, who had not been 
well since the birth of the child, became 
Cizzy. The room seemed to whirl wildly 
about her and her mind beeame confused. 
She felt the baby slip from her grasp, as 
she lapsed into unconsciousness and fell to 
the floor. 

She does not know how long she lay 
there. When she recovered her senses, the 
baby was lying In the water, completely 
submerged. She hurriedly lifted it from the 
tub and ran from the room screaming for 
help. Her cries were answered by the 
servant girl, who immediately summoned 
Dr. Frank E. Rohan and other neighbors. 

Dr. Rohan made a hurried examination of 
the child and found that its lungs and 
stomach were filled with water. e re- 
sorted to all the skill known to medical 
science to restore the life of the child. But 
all his efforts were unsuccessful and he 
finally pronounced the child dead. 

While Dr. Rohan was working with the 
baby, Mrs. Maffray became ‘so wild with 
-grief and sorrow that it was necessary to 
cal] in her family physician, Dr. Harry R. 
Hall, to administer to her. She shrieked 
and madly demanded that her child be re- 
stored to her. When informed that it was 
dead she fainted again. When she re- 
vived she was so weak that Dr. Hall said 
that only the most careful nursing would 
save her life.

Rev. Dr. Henson Failed to Arrive— 
Services to Be Held at Cote Bril- 
liante Presbyterian Church. 


Inspiration for increased activities for 
the coming year will. it is believed, result 
from the celebration of the eighteenth 
birthday of the Christian Endeavor move- 
ment to be observed Thursday’ night at 
Cote Brilliante Presbyterian Church under 
Judson A. Stanion’s leadership. 

On Feb. 2, 1881, there met in the home 
of the Rev. F. E. Clarke, then pastor of 
the Congregational Church, Willeston, Me., 
& company of young people, most of whom 
had recently united with his church, as the 
result of special revival services. The ob- 
ject of the pastor in calling this company 
together was to see what were the best 
means of interesting them in the work of 


the church so that they might not only give, 
but also receive that which should be the 
mést helpful to all concerned. As a result 
of this conference 45 of those present sign- 
éd a constitution and by-laws of an_organ- 
ization to be known as the Young People’s 
Soriety of Christian Endeavor. 

An account of this meeting was published 
in one of the religious weeklies, and soon 
other pastors caught on to the idea, and 
formed similar organizations, until there 
dre to-day scattered over the world nearly 
50,000 soc.eties, 3500 of which are jn Canada, 
nearly 10,000 in foreign countries, and the 
balance in the Unitel States. 

There are over 100 societ.es floating on the 
geas, many of which are in the Navy of the 
United States, the good work of which was 
shown in a signal manner during the war 
with Spain. The membership of these al- 
lied societies now number over 3,250,0000. 

The annual conventions of the movement 
are noteworthy in the history of the re- 
ligious world. Just now great prepara- 
tions are being made for the one next July 
in Detroit, while echos every now and then 
come from over the sea telling what 
English friends are doing in preparing to 
entertain the hosts that will invade the 
city of London in 1900.

McGoorty’s Bill May Be Part 
of the Illinois Platform. 


MFETS APPROVAL OF HARRISON. 


MUNICIPAL CONTROL OF ALL 
UTILITIES PROPOSED. 


While It Is Expected to Take Charge 
of Public Conveniences Gradu- 
ally Chicago Is Now Ready 
to Make a Start. 


SPRINGFIELD, Il, Feb. 2.—The mu- 
nicipal ownership bill, which has been tn- 
troduced in the House by Representat:ve 


McGoorty, would, if enacted into law, be 
so far-reaching in its effects as to aimost 
revolutionize the present conditions of city 
government. It gives the cities, towns and 
villages in this State the power to acquire, 
ma.ntain, control or 4ease all public utili- 
tiés, including gas and electric light plants, 
street railroads and other means of trans- 
portation, telegraph and telephone lines. 

“This bill,”” Mr. McGoorty says, “is in- 
troduced in accordance with what I be- 
lieve to be public sentiment in Chicago. 
One of the primary purposes of the bil] is 
to enabie the city of Chicago to operate 
street car systems and to furnish and sell 
electric light. The electric Ughting facili- 
ties of Ch.cago have increased five-fold 
during the last two years, while the cost of 
Beneruating the light has decreased very 
materialiy. It only requires an enabling 
act of this kind to empower the city to 
furnish electric Light to the southern por- 
tion of Chicago. 

“The bill is not tntended to attack or In- 
jure and vested .nterests, but to give to the 
city the right to operate and to own all 
the public utilitices, as soon as deemed 
practicable. The Democratic party § is 
pledged to municipal ownership. The 
measure is one of my own creation; it is 
also in accord with the ideas of Mayor 
Harrison, and probably will constitute one 
of the planks in the Democratic platfirms 
at the next city convention, 

“While it is not probable that these util- 
ities could all be acquired immediately or 
at a very early date, I consider it possibie 
that they might be acquired gradually. It 
might require a constitutional amendment 
before the city could finance the operation 
of street fatiroads.

The fact of the matter 1s that the Fill- 
pinos represent ex-Gov. Stone, State 
Chairman Sam B. Cook, Virgil Conkling, 
Secretary of the State Committee and oth- 
er Democrats who would like nothing bet- 
ter than the complete,annihilation of Gov. 
Stephens, and who have determined to an- 
nihilate him. before another State conven- 
tion meets. 

James H. Whitecotton of Monroe County 
went into the Speakership fight with the 
moral backing of the politicians named.
